Message  from  the  Director 


At  the  end  of  this  session  I  will  leave  the  position  of  Director  of  the  School  in  order  to  return  to 
teaching.  I  look  forward  to  his  change  and  the  opportunity  it  will  provide  for  closer  contacts  with 
the  students. 

The  decade  during  which  I  have  been  Director  has  been  one  marked  with  growth  and  change. 
Enrolment  in  the  Degree  Courses  has  increased.  The  Master's  Degree  Course  and  the  Continuing 
Education  Program  have  been  introduced.  The  curricula  of  the  B.  SC.N.  Courses  have  been  revised 
in  the  light  of  advances  in  knowledge  and  developments  in  the  health  field.  Students  have  accepted 
new  responsibilites,  and  are  now  participating  in  the  deliberations  of  various  committees  and  also 
have  membership  in  the  Council  of  the  School.

I  trust  that  those  who  graduate  in  1972 
continue  to  take  an  interest  in  and  support  their  alma  mater.  I  wish  for  all  of  you  success  in  your 
nursing  careers  and  happiness  in  the  years  ahead.

In  writing  this  article,  I  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  look  in  retrospect  at  some  of  the  high¬ 
lights  of  the  student  council  for  the  past  year. 

One  of  the  main  objectives  of  our  council  for  this  year  was  to  encourage  more  student  participation 
in  our  school,  the  university  and  the  community.  In  pursuing  this  objective,  the  council  sought  and  was 
granted  student  representation  on  the  Faculty  Council.  This  was  in  keeping  with  the  changes  inherent 
in  the  new  University  Act;  and  also  a  means  of  ensuring  that  staff  and  students  will  be  able  to  work  in  mu¬ 
tual  respect  and  harmony  so  that  students  may  start  determining  more  aspects  of  their  own  lives.  Council 
also  sought  and  was  granted  student  representation  on  the  selection  committee  for  a  new  Director  of 
Nursing  for  our  school. 

This  year  we  were  also  able  to  bring  students  in  the  Public  Health  Programme  and  to  a  limited  ex¬ 
tent,  those  in  the  extension  division,  more  into  the  mainstream  of  student  activities. 

Within  the  campus  there  was  increased  participation  in  the  activities  of  S.A.C.  in  such  areas  as 
the  Constitution  Conference,  education  Commission  and  the  Conference  on  ’Madness*  which  was  co¬ 
sponsored  by  other  Health  Science  faculties.  Besides  these,  there  was  continued  student  participation 
on  many  of  the  standing  Committees  within  the  School  and  on  S.H.O.U.  T.  It  is  hoped  that  students, 
by  active  participation  in  the  work  of  Council  and  in  voting  on  its  decisions  would  feel  themselves  an 
integral  part  of  the  School  and  be  responsible  to  the  students  for  the  decisions  they  make. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  executive  and  student  Council  reps  for 
their  contributions  over  the  past  year.  Their  enthusiasm  and  hard  work  have  certainly  made  the  work 
easier,  and  their  ideas  and  suggestions  have  again  and  again  sparked  the  interest  of  all  those  concerned.

The  Student  Health  Centre  of  the  University  of  Toronto  has  now  been  active  in  community  health  for 
three  years! 

It  originated  with  a  handful  of  health  science  students  eager  to  work  in  community  health  and  improve 
their  knowledge  of  other  health  disciplines.  SHOUT  was  founded  and  exists  today,  to  make  possible  the 
coming  together  of  students  from  all  faculties.  Students  from  pharmacy,  dentistry,  nursing,  medicine, 
social  work  and  food  sciences  work  with  members  of  the  community  to  operate  the  centre  and  plan 
individual  and  family  care.  SHOUT  represents  student  reaction  to  their  health  science  education  and 
present  health  services,  especially  pertaining  to  low  income  families.  Student  activism  is  part  of 
university  life.  This  is  an  expression  of  constructive  student  activism. 

What  have  we  been  up  to  lately  you  ask. . .  ? 

We  finally  have  finished  our  "face  lifting"  and  the  renovations  between  62  and  64  Augusta  in 
Alexander  Park.  Shattered  nerves,  hammers  and  nails,  paint  and  plaster  and  voila  . . . 

On  Oct.  16  we  proudly  opened  our  doors  to  the  community  and  welcomed  them  to  our  "Open  House". 
The  response  was  heart  warming.  Our  homey,  "have  a  cup  of  coffee  and  a  chat"  atmosphere  has  not 
been  lost;  personal  relations  between  the  community  and  the  students  are  important. 

To  promote  greater  community  involvement  -  an  important  goal  -  two  ladies  have  been  employed 
from  the  community  and  trained  to  help  in  the  centre.  Volunteers  from  the  community  also  help  as 
receptionists  and  on  the  executive  council,  etc. 

SHOUT  is  a  dynamic  centre.  It  has  seen  many  "growing  pains".  By  no  means  has  it  been  a  smooth 
road.  New  concepts  are  being  explored  such  as  the  nurse  clinician  and  the  constitution  is  presently  being 
re-evaluated  to  ensure  our  care  is  optimum.  A  fantastic  research  project  which  several  students  compiled 
during  the  summer  and  fall  is  being  published  presently  and  presented  to  the  government. 

Prevention  is  a  very  important  concept  in  health  care.  Several  projects  at  SHOUT  include  a 
"Weight  Watching"  club  initiated  by  Food  science  students,  a  dental  preventive  program,  and  a  sex 
education  class  by  a  nursing  student  in  Basic  III.  The  "mother  and  child"  clinic  is  operating  on  Saturdays. 

SHOUT  is  an  indication  of  the  transition  in  health  services.  SHOUT  has  even  been  on  television  and  has 
had  an  article  in  the  newspaper!  It's  definitely  a  place  to  become  involved  in  health  care.
